A Double Lynching In Virginia in Full
Yiew of OfMcers of the Law.

WHITE AND NEGRO VICTIMS.

Ex-County Judge Took Part in Lynching—
Troops Had Been Sent to the Secene

by Governor Tyler, but Were

Withdrawn at Request of Sher-
iff of the Connty.

The majesty of the law hias never been
Lore inpuclently defied in Vieginia than
it was at Emporu, the county seat of
Greensville county, on last Saturday, the
24th inst.  Walter Cotton, a convicted
negro turderer, and  Biandt O'Grady, a
white man, were confined in the jail at
Ewpotia.  Cotton had been convicted at
Portsmonth, Va., of murder and had been
sentenced 1o be hung, He wade his es-
cape, and had gone to Greensville county,
where he was located hy two officers of
the law, Saunders and Welton. The officers
went to arrest him, he being at the lime
linan old eabiv, and & tramp, by the name
of O'Grady, accidentally, it 18 sopposed,
being with him, When the officers ap-
proached the eabin they were shot and
killed by Cotton,
As goun a8 the erime was maide known
to the people of the community where the
[ officers were killed, pursuit was made of
Cotton and (V'Grady.  They were soon
overtaken and arrested, but not together,
they haying geparated.
